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‘Chankfulness is actually an attitude of one’s 
1eart. Attitudes spring from a person’s nature, 
be they selfish or unselfish, thoughtful or incon- 
siderate. We really exhibit little of an unselfish 
and thankful spirit as Americans these days. 
We are critical, proud, demanding, greedy and 
selfish. We have so much more than people 
have in other lands, yet we remain unapprecia- 
tive, seeking even more. Violence, strikes, re- 
bellion, thefts and killings are all the product of 
our selfish and ungrateful attitude in a country 
that has so much for which to be thankful. 

This negative attitude is seen even in Chris- 
tians, tragically. We are caught up in the spirit 
of the day. We must be told or encouraged to 
exhibit thankfulness, for it is not quite our na- 
ture to be thankful. “Thankful,” we ask, “for 
hat?” It is difficult for carnal eyes to find rea- 
son for thankfulness. We feel that the world, or 
our government owes us so much. We are being 
cheated by inflation, taxes or the businessman. 
Our concern is chiefly that of our physical and 
material health. 

How few testimonies are given of God’s 
kindness and favor. Unless God has performed 
some miracle, answered a prayer, or acted spe- 
cifically in our behalf, we feel we have little 
reason to speak of His goodness. A prayer 
meeting leader or a minister suggests that we 
testify to what God has done for us. Since we 
cannot recall any special benefit, we remain 
silent. How sad! 

A born-again Christian, a real believer, will 
have a heart filled with praise, ready to express 
thankfulness in genuine, joyous testimony. We 
do not have to have a new experience or a re- 
cent answer to prayer of which we can tell. We 
have something better, something deeper, 
something every real Christian has, something 
great for which we can give thanks—the gift of 
eternal life! 

First, the believer discovers the great joy of 
eternal salvation through God's Word. Eternal 
life is a divine gift, not ever deserved, pur- 
chased nor earned through personal merit and 
effort. 

Jesus Christ, God’s beloved Son, gave Him- 
self to carry our sin and guilt to the cross. He 
accepted the responsibility of our unworthi- 
ness, our sin. He was judged in our place, re- 
ceiving the death for sin we deserved. In His 
death, He satisfied divine justice fully for all 
who believe this Gospel and was raised on the 
third day for our justification. 


Paul, the Apostle, writing to the Ephesian jm 


Church states that it is by grace, alone, that we 
are saved as we place our trust in Jesus Christ 
aa His redeeming death on the cross (Eph. | 
2:8). 

The Apostle John wrote, “I write unto you, 
little children, because your sins are forgiven 
you for his name’s sake” (I Jn. 2:12). Not for- 
given for anything we have done to deserve it, 
but for Christ's sake because of what He has 
done for us on Calvary. 

The Colossian letter gives us this blessed 
word, “In whom [Christ] we have redemption 
through his blood, even the forgiveness of sins 
(1:14). Our sins have been judged fully!

(Col. 2:13b). The great work of redemption is A RECENT 


complete! “And ye ure complete in him” (Col. 
2:10). This is reason enough to be thankful! Yes. 
thankful every hour! “Thanks be unto God for 
his unspeakable gift” (II Cor. 9:15). 


Secondly, we can be deeply grateful for 
God’s Word which gives the born-again be- 
liever full assurance of His personal relation- 
ship with God. The believer’s guilt is gone. He 
is no longer dead in trespasses and sins. He is 
now alive eternally and spiritually in Christ 
Jesus. 

Jesus said, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation; but is passed from 
death unto life”’ (Jn. 5:24). 

The Apostle Paul’s letter to the Romans 
states, “There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are in Christ Jesus” (Rom. 
8:1a). 

In his first epistle, the’ Apostle John wrote, 
‘And this is the record, that God hath given to 
us eternal life, and this life is in his Son. He that 
hath the Son hath life; and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not life. These things have I. 
written unto you that believe on the name of 
the Son of God; that ye may know that ye have 
eternal life” (c.f. I Jn. 5:11-13). 

The believer is fully assured of eternal life, 
not by feelings, but by God’s Word. We know 
now, today, that we have eternal life by believ- 
ing on Jesus Christ and in trusting His redemp- 
tive sacrifice on Calvary’s cross! Is not this rea- 
son to give thanks to our heavenly Father? _

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Thirdly, the believer will have confidence 
concerning his new state as a child of God. 
Jesus died to save us from the guilt of sin and 
also to restore to us the right of fellowship with 
God as our heavenly Father. The believer now 
belongs to God as a member of His own family 
(c.f. Jn. 1:12, 13, Eph. 2:19). In writing his first 
epistle, John stated, “Behold, what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we 
should be called the sons [children] of God” (c.f. 
3:1, 2). Also, in his first letter, John wrote, “I 
write unto you little children, because ye have 
known the Father” (2:13c). 


When our Lord was asked to teach the disci- 
ples to pray, He began His prayer with the 
words, “Our Father which art in heaven...” 
(Matt. 6:9). An honorable father of a human 
family loves his children, provides for, protects, 
instructs and otherwise oversees his children in 
their development and progress. Almighty 


=. God, the Divine Creator, has chosen us to be 


B His children that He may love, protect, instruct, 
' guide and provide for us in every way (c.f. Lk. 


12:22-23, Phil. 4:19). There is therefore now no 
reason to be fearful of circumstances in life. He 


» cares for us as a loving, heavenly Father. How 


thankful we should be! 
Fourthly, we who are in Christ and in whom 


~ Christ lives, now have the ability to live a new 


life, a spiritual life, a victorious life through the 
power of the Holy Spirit. “Now thanks be unto 
God, which always causeth us to triumph in 
Christ,” (II Cor. 2:14a). 

Christians face trials and hardships as do 
people in the world. Being a believer, a child of 
God under His care, does not exempt us from 
sufferings. However, being a member of God’s 
family does assure us of His grace, grace that 
will be sufficient in each trial. There will al- 
ways be adequate inner strength to enable us to 
stay “on top” and to rejoice. “We are more than 
conquerors through him that loved us” (Rom. 
8:37}. When the Apostle Paul prayed for deliv- 
erance from his hurt, our Lord answered, “My 
grace is sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness” (II Cor. 12:9a). 


We should read occasionally the wonderful 
picture of triumphant living as told by the 
Apostle Paul in II Corinthians 4:6-5:1. Then 
read Peter’s words in his first letter (I Pet. 
4:12-19). When reading the Acts of the Apostles, 
we see in the first century church, although un- 
der severe persecution, a victorious, rejoicing 
church. Through the power of the Holy Spirit, 
every born-again Christian can live triumph- 
antly. 

Jesus told of the vine and its branches in 
John, Chapter 15. He was making clear that His 
life would flow through the branches as it did 
also in the vine, itself. All that there is in His 


uy 


beautiful life will be our experience as we wi 
by faith in Him. We will receive strength to 
hardship and suffering; peace for one’s mind 
and heart in trouble; inner rest, quietness, as 
surance, patience; a sincere love for God and 
for people; inner joy always, even in sorrow 
and an understanding heart that is concerned 
for others. “Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature; old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become new” (II 
Cor. 5:17). 


Fics we are to be thankful for the knowl- 
edge we receive through God’s Word which 
tells us of the wonderful, blessed and eternal 
life awaiting us. Jesus said, “In my Father's 
house are many mansions... I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye may be also” 
(Jn. 14:2,3). 

Physical death is not to be feared by the one 
who is in Christ. This occasion is not an end to 
life, but a glorious beginning. We read in the 
epistle to the Philippians, “to die is gain” (1:21) 
The Apostle adds to this note, ... “having a 
desire to depart, and to be with Christ; which is 
far better:” (1:23b). Heaven is our home. Our 
names are recorded there (the heavenly birth 
certificate). Our eternal citizenship is ther : 
(Eph. 2:19). Yes, we have a heavenly address 
readied for us who are in Christ. This is such a 
precious hope (I Pet. 1:3,4). Christian believer, 
we have so much to be thankful for! We have 
been delivered from the power of darkness. We 
have been transferred into the Kingdom of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, God’s Son (Col. 1:13,14). We 
are his redeemed ones, fully reconciled unto’ 
God through Christ's sacrifice. We have the for- 
giveness of sins. We have eternal life. We have 
the Lord of life living within us. We have, 
through Him, the means of victorious living. We 
have an eternal home where we shall be with 
our heavenly Father, our Lord and Savior, and 
our loved ones, forever! 

We often sing “Count Your Blessings” and we 
try to list the lesser earthly benefits God so 
kindly grants. We seldom remember to count 
these greater divine blessings which He has 
given us so freely when we turned to Him and 
placed our trust in Jesus Christ and His cross. 
These blessings have been assured us by His 
Word, even though we may be weak, ill, trou- 
bled, or suffering in some way. We are rich in 
Christ, greatly favored, with reason to rejoice 
and be thankful! 

May we all lift our voices and give our Lord 
and our God praises and thanksgiving, for He is 
deserving!

In the light of the Word, 
define the responsibilities of a pastor. 


Kurtz: A pastor is a pastor when he is fulfilling 
the role of the shepherd. Of course he is an 
under-shepherd for the ‘Great Shepherd,” but 
he must emulate the great heart and mind of 
Him who is the “Good Shepherd.” As a shep- 
herd his main responsibilities are: 1. Lead the 
flock after Him who is the Way, the Truth and 
the Life; 2. Feed the flock; feed them the food 
that the Lord has provided which is the Word of 
God (I Pet. 5:2); and 3. Care for the flock, minis- 
tering in their birthing, to their needs, hurts and 
growth. 

Phillips: To discover the proper function of a 
pastor, we must resist personal opinion, de- 
nominational traditions and cultural molds and 
return to the pure source of Scripture as the 
basis of our values. In I Timothy, Chapter 3, 
Paul summarizes the qualifications for pastors. 
In the area of responsibilities, the Word of God 
reveals clearly that a pastor is to be well 
qualified in the Word so that he can feed God's 
church a nutritional diet (Jn. 21:15-17; Acts 6:4). 
He is to be full of love and wisdom so he can 
tend God’s lambs with compassionate insight 
(Jn. 10:1-13). It is also his responsibility to be 
full of the Holy Spirit so he can minister with 
God’s ability—not just out of the fund of his 
own intellect (Acts 6:3; I Pet. 4:10, 11: I Cor, 2:1- 
7). In the charismatic dimension, this is particu- 
larly necessary. The pastor must be sensitively 
alert to the ministry of the Holy Spirit so that 
the guidance or direction he offers is aligned 
with the mind of the Spirit. The anointing of the 
Holy Spirit will equip him for spiritual warfare 
in general and will also give him practical 
wisdom for one to one counseling. 

Vaughan: Since the English word, pastor, oc- 
curs only once in the King James Version, we 
must go quickly to the Greek word which is 
translated pastor. It is poimeen and is trans- 
lated shepherd throughout the New Testament. 
The corresponding Hebrew word in the Old 
Testament is translated mainly as shepherd, 
herdsman, pastor, and to feed. A closely re- 
lated Greek word, poimanio, is translated to 
feed and to rule in several places in the New 
Testament. According to Thayer’s Greek-En- 
glish Lexicon, they are closely related to the 
noun poia which means to protect. He also sug- 
gests that a shepherd is one to whom others 
have committed their care and control and 
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whose precepts they follow. Metaphorically, 
the pastor is the presiding officer, manager, or 
director of any assembly. In the New ‘Testa 
ment, Jesus is the “Chief Shepherd” and the 
“Great Shepherd” of the sheep and is our ex- 
ample of what a shepherd should be. He gave 
us some instruction on shepherding in John 
21:15-17. Scripture further amplifies what Jesus 
meant when Peter translates to us (I Pet. 5:1-4) 
what Jesus’ teaching on shepherding meant to — 
him. Peter first acknowledges that he is an el- 
der—an overseer in the body of Christ. Then he 
tells us to feed or shepherd the flock of God~ 
which God has given to us and provides guide- 
lines in verses 2 and 3. The third main area o 
responsibility is found in Ephesians 4:11, 12. 
Notice that the shepherd does not have to meet 
this need alone. He has other ministries avail-_ 
able to him to help in the job of perfecting or 
equipping the saints. The word perfect in Verse 
12 basically means to equip or to arrange in 
proper order. 

It is interesting to note the absence of many. 
of the duties that have been traditionally as- 
cribed to the pastor. If the pastor were released. 
from many of these duties expected of him and 
given the task which the Apostles determined 
they must do while they were pastoring the Je- 
rusalem Church (giving themselves continually 
to prayer and the ministry of the Word), then 
pastors could be a lot more effective in equip- 
ping the saints for ministry. 


How vital is a pastor 
to the local congregation? 


Kurtz: Pastors live among the flock and are 
God's appointed leaders. No group can survive 
without a designated leader. The Lord has laid 
on pastors the responsibility of leading the 
church. As a leader, he is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of guidance, vision and oversight. 
Other necessary biblical ministries to the 
church are given to aid and strengthen the 
flock, but leadership lies in the hands of the 
pastor. 

Phillips: The pastor is vital to the life of the 
church because he sets not only the “goal” but 
the “pace” of the local congregation. Someone 
has said, ‘‘Without his direction, you aren't 
going anywhere.” The structure of the church 
depends upon “domata” ministries to produce 
the healthy function of the body. Under the . 
ordained headship of the pastor, individual - 
members of the congregation become estab- _ 


~ 


ed in ministry. Thus the pastor becomes the 
to all local ministry. _ } 
ighan: Remembering that the primary re- 
donsibilties of the shepherd are to feed, lead 
and protect the flock, it is vital that every con- 
gregation has a God appointed shepherd. 
Everyone in the body of Christ is to submit to 
authority. Hebrews 13:17 says to obey them 
who have the rule over you. The Greek word 
for rule, hegeomai, means to be a leader, to 
command, or to have authority over. The shep- 
herd has been given the primary responsibility 
of the local populace. Believers in the local 
body, in turn, have the responsibility to obey 
and submit to his authority for it is profitable for 
them. It is the responsibility of the shepherd to 
watch over their souls because he, the shep- 
herd, must give an account to God. Because the 
shepherd is to be the overseer of the local body 
of believers, it is crucial that everyone has a 
shepherd to oversee him or her. Many a be- 
liever has fallen into error because he would 
not submit to any authority. 


In view of the complexity 
of todays society 
and the vast needs of the human heart, 
how can a pastor fulfill his role? 


Kurtz: A pastor needs to learn at the feet of 
Jesus and then take the lead in guiding the flock 
in His steps. Vision and goals are also neces- 
sary that a pastor can know the direction to 
lead. If he leads, rehearsing in his heart the 
vision he had from the Lord, the sheep will 
follow. 

Phillips: An effective pastor will know who he 
is and what he has! Jesus Christ gave five gift 
ministries to His Church. The listing in Ephe- 
sians, Chapter 4 includes the office of pastor. If 
Jesus has given the pastor as a gift to His 
Church, nothing man can do will change that 
fact. The pastor who understands this has an 
authoritative voice. He is an official representa- 
tive of the Kingdom of God. It is important for 
him to know this so that he can overcome the 
intimidation of Satan and circumstances. 
While he is not to “lord it over God’s flock,” he 
must know who he is in order to establish the 
authority of the office. It should be noted that 
authority for ministry cannot be superimposed 
by learning formulas, but it must flow out of a 
genuine commission from the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Head of the body. 

A pastor must be equipped to minister to the 
basic needs of people which rarely vary from 
generation to generation or culture to culture. 
Man needs forgiveness, inner healing, accep- 
tance, peace, joy and relationship. Jesus, Him- 
self, came to meet such needs, and He contin- 


ues to minister His life and healing through the 
gift ministries (Eph. 4:11, 12). . 
Vaughan: First, he must allow others to do the 


work of ministry. Too many pastors are grasp- ~ 


ing to maintain control of everything within 
their church. And believers in their congrega- 
tion are not allowed to develop their ministries 
in any independent fashion. (I understand any 
ministry must be under proper authority, but 
God speaks to others besides the shepherd.) 
Secondly, there must be a reeducation 
within the body of Christ. The sheep must be 


taught and must respond to the biblical teach- | 


ing concerning the shepherd. As a shepherd, 
the pastor is to carry out his responsibilities 
through prayer and the ministry of the Word, 
but his office of pastor never excludes the fact 
that he is an overseer. Our society has taught us 
to be dependent on others rather than to do the 
work ourselves. Until all the sheep start doing 
the work of ministry, either the pastor will do it 
or it will not get done. 

Thirdly, the shepherd must set himself to 
study and prayer so he knows the Word. He 
cannot rely on just what others are saying about 
it, because he must meet the vast needs of the 
human heart as he ministers the Scripture. 


What should be the pastor's 
three priorities 
in fulfilling his responsibilities? 

Vaughan: Keeping books, running the mimeo- 
graph, running around buying supplies, being 
the janitor, mowing the lawn, etc., are nowhere 
listed in Scripture as the priorities in ministry. 
At the same time, a shepherd should not feel he 
is too good or important to do any of those 
things. However, I know I have allowed such 
things to rob me of what the Scripture states are 
my priorities such as study, prayer, equipping, 
feeding, guiding, etc. 

Phillips: 1. He must be a feeder. No other abili- 
ties (administrative, organizational) will com- 
pensate for the lack of this quality. He must be 
able to effectively minister God’s Word so the 
children of God will have a mature capability 
to minister themselves (Eph. 4:11, 12). 2. He 
must be a “partaker of the fruit” of the ministry 
of the Holy Spirit. He will feel insecure and 
uncomfortable with the operation of the gifts of 
the Spirit and the ministry enunciated in I Co- 
rinthians 14:26-40 if he is not such a man. 3. He 
must relate to God’s people with love, and as 
much as possible, with impartiality. He must 
not impart an “elitist clergy” image. The day is 
over when any shepherd can remain aloof 
from his flock. The pastor’s basic role is that of a 
servant. He must minister at the level of his 
people or be guilty of the “deeds of the Nic- 
olaitans’’ (Rev. 2:6, 15). cy

An interview with 
Charles William 
Walkem, D.D., 
conducted by Sam 
Middlebrook.

Charles William Walkem is known to our 
Foursquare family as one who is especially 
gifted by God. Since the early days of the Four- 
square Movement, Dr. Walkem has faithfully 
ministered in many areas of church ministry 
and greatly assisted our Founder, Aimee Sem- 
ple McPherson, in putting to music the sacred 
operas that God gave her. He served as a Four- 
square pastor and as an instructor in L.I.F.E. 
Bible College, the latter first on a part-time 
basis and then as a full-time professor, begin- 
ning in 1940. 

Dr. Walkem studied at Rochester Bible 
Seminary, engaged in language study at 
U.C.L.A., and received special tutoring in Jeru- 
salem. He was awarded the Honorary Doctor 
of Divinity degree from L.I.F.E. Bible College 
in 1944. Dr. Walkem presently serves as Pro- 
fessor Emeritus of L.I.F.E. Bible College. 


Middlebrook: Years ago in the Bible College 
you used to write all your syllabi, didn’t you? 
You didn’t use textbooks? 

Walkem: Yes, we wrote our own books. Here 
are some of the ones I wrote.

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Our family has had its attention focused on a 
wedding this year as our son took to himself a 
wife. It was a great time to celebrate! And one 
day, as I was thinking about weddings, I was 
reminded of the wedding our Lord attended 
while He was here on earth. 

You will remember that it was at the very 
beginning of His earthly ministry that He at- 
tended this wedding. Jesus had just been bap- 
tized in water and the Holy Spirit descended 
on Him in the form of a dove. He went out into 
the wilderness for 40 days and was tempted of 
the devil. After selecting five of His disciples, 
He then performed His first miracle here at this 
wedding at Cana of Galilee (Jn 2:1-11). It seems 
very significant that Christ chose a wedding 
feast at which to begin His miraculous ministry 
here’on earth. 

Jesus had just shown His omniscience (the 
fact that He has all knowledge) in the encoun- 
ter with Philip and Nathanael, and now He 
displays His omnipotence (the fact that He has 
all power). The scene of the miracle was Cana, 
a small village about three hours journey from 
His boyhood. hometown of Nazareth. The mir- 
acle occurred not in public but in the compara- 
tive privacy of the family circle of those invited 
to this wedding. Those present were probably 
well-known to Jesus, and many were probably 
related to His mother, Mary. In fact, it appears 
she may have been in charge of the social ar- 
rangements, since she gave the orders to the 
servants, 

But notice, especially, that the occasion for 
this miracle was a wedding. Christ's presence 
puts His stamp of approval on matrimony. He 
had no sympathy for those “forbidding to 
marry” (I Tim. 4:3). The Bible says in Hebrews 

13:4, “Marriage is honorable in all, and the bed 
undefiled.” But Christ’s presence is still essen- 
tial to a happy wedding and marriage. 

Christ also, by His presence on this occasion, 
makes clear that it is allowable to rejoice on 
such occasions, even to feast! There is a time to 
celebrate! 

But “when the wine gave out, the mother of 
Jesus said to Him, ‘They have no wine’ ” (Jn 2:3 
NASB). It may have been that there were more 
guests than they had anticipated. Perhaps they 
had not properly planned for the length of the 
feast. (They usually lasted a week!) Or perhaps 
the bride and bridegroom were rather poor. At 
any rate, Mary appeals to Jesus for help. She 
evidently expected Him to do something 
miraculous. 

But Christ answered, “Woman, what do I

have to do with you? My hour has not ye 
come” (Jn 2:4 NASB). This language implies no 
lack of respect for His mother, because the term 
“woman” is the same which He addresses to 
her in His dying moments, “Woman, behold 
your son!” (Jn 19:26 NASB). Yet this mode 
address *implies a change of relationship be 
tween Jesus and Mary. She was no longer 
“mother” but “woman.” We see the trace of this - 
change in the question Jesus later asked, “Wha 
is My mother and who are my brothers?” 
(Matt. 12:48 NASB). The language implies that 
the period of subjection to Joseph and Mary 
was now at an end, that He is now the Servant 
of Jehovah, and that His work as the Messiak 
has at last begun. ; 
Christ’s hour -the time when He will rule this 
world and all the powers of creation as King of — 
kings- had not yet come. But Jesus is always — 
capable of miraculously changing the course of — 
nature in response to the needs of His people. _ 
How significant that Christ began His minis-_ 
try at a wedding feast! A wedding brings two — 
human beings together so that they may begin — 
living together as one. In our relationship with 
the Lord as Christians, we need to become one - 
with Christ, spiritually. In the beginning of our 
Christian life, we should make a commitment 
to the Lord similar to the vows of marriage. The 
Scripture teaches that the Church -the body of 
believers- is the Bride of Christ. And everytime 
a new one is added to the Bride, all heaven 
rejoices. It’s time to celebrate! : 
We have made our vows of faithfulness to the 
Lord and are being married to Him. All through — 
our Christian life and walk of faith with the 
Lord, we are drawing closer and closer to Him. — 
When all the members of the Bride of Christ 
have been gathered in, and Jesus returns to 
take His Bride unto Himself, then there will be 
a great feast in heaven called the Marriage 
Supper of the Lamb, Another time to celebrate! 
So Christ’s ministry to the people of the earth 
began at an earthly wedding feast, and it will 
end at a heavenly wedding feast!

But the discovery 
of protons cohering together baffled physicists be- 
cause that circumstance contradicted Coulomb’s 
law of mutual repulsion between like-charged ob- 
jects: “Like charges of both electricity and magne- 
tism repel each other.”
